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PREFACE. 



The following chatming and simple stoiy is edited eX' 
pressly for early and easy reading. In recent years a great 
number of excellent texts have been added to our resources 
in Gennan ; but of those especially adapted, in style and 
editorial treatment, for very easy leading the list is still 
quite limited. To that list the present edition is intended 
to beloQg. The text is very simple, both in matter and in 
style. The Notes aim to give such Help as young students 
— not quite beginners — should need. The Vocabulary is 
adapted to the same grade, presuming a knowledge of only 
, the simplest and most regulär giammatical forms. The 
Faraphrases for retranslation aie, like the text, simple and 
easy ; yet the teacher — still more the Student — will not 
fall to See that they include many suggestive turns of phrase 
and constraction. Purposely^ for convenience of selection 
or of review, these exercises ate divided under each section 
into two parts. The mode of using them — or whether to 
use them at all — will, o£ course, be determined by teachers 
themselves. 

Different editions of this text show occasional, and some- 
times considerable, difFerences of reading. The copy here 
foUowed is — with very slight Variation — that of the latest 
edition in Cotta's Volksbibüothek.

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INTRODUCTION. 



The life of Zschokke was one of temarkably varicd 
activity and achievment. Besides his very considerable 
Hterary work he was laborious and conspkuous as educator, 
as editor, as statesman, patriot and philanthropist. He 
combined large idealism and spitituality wilh practical 
judgment and great energy of charactcr. His long life was 
devoted earnestly and unselfishiy to the good of mankind ; 
and his name, thoiigh not of thc most illastrious, is highly 
and widely honored in SwiUerland and in Germany. Such 
a biography is of unique interest, but here only a veiy 
bricf sketch will be presented. 

Johann Heinrich Daniel Zschokke was bora at Magde- 
burg in Prussia, March 22, i77i,of intelligent and well-to-do 
parents of the middle class. Early an orphan, he passed 
an ill-directed, misunderstood, unhappy and somewhat 
wayward childhood. His early education was irregulär, 
and his backwardness in study led to the belief — shared 
also by himself — that he was unfitted for intellectual life, 
Yet he was busy with othet Ihoughts — especially with un- 
wholesome introspection and reltgious doubts, and a vague 
longing for liberty and for sympathy. Finally, in his seven- 
teenth year, he ran away from school, to seek liberty at 
any cost. For two years he led a wandering and pre- 
carious life, now teaching privately, for which he was ill 



prepared, now trying his pen in the servke of a Company 
of actois — Hving poorly and hardly, yet reading eagerly 
as he had opportunity, and gaining meanwhile valuable in- 
sight into life, and into himself. These roving years, which 
might have wrecked a less sturdy character, were of great 
Service to Zschokke. They gave him needed experience ; 
they cured him of morbid introspection and doubt; they 
fired him with ambition to be and to do something better, 
and convinced him of the need of education, discipline and 
self-reliance, 

Accordingly at the end of two years he returned home, 
sought reconciliation with his guardian, and in 1790 matric- 
ulated in the University at Frankfurt on the Oder as a 
Student of theology. At the same time he extended his 
course of study over a wide ränge of philosophy, history, 
politics and natural science, and was truly an omnivorous 
and voracious Student. In 1792 he took his doctor's de- 
gree with distinction and passed his examination in the- 
ology ; yet, being deemed too young for the pulpit, he con- 
tinued at the university as Privat Dozent. Here, besides 
theology, he lectured on ethics, sesthetics, history and soci- 
ology ; he also found time to produce an extravagant play, 
Abellino, der grosse Bandit — somewhat in ihe Style of 
Schiller's Robbtrs — of which he afterward heartily re- 
pented, yet which was long populär on the stage ; and soon 
after, another, of less distinction, yu/wj' 7'ö« ä/jj^«. His 
lectures weie very successful, and it seemed that a career of 
distinction as university professot was open before him. 
But these were the days of the French revolution, and 
Zschokke, early inspired with zeal for Hberty, had made 
known only too clearly his sympathy with this great move- 
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ment for human rights. His application in 1 795 for pro- 
motion to a professorship was nidely rejected by the 
Pnissian minister. Convinced that there was no seM- 
respccting career for him eilher at the university or within 
the Pnissian dominions, he surrendered his position, and 
Started out again — no long« a callow youth but a cultured 
and thoughtful man — to seek his fortune. 

He went first to Switzerland, where he hopcd to find a 
primitive people in the enjoyment of their natural rights ; 
but, while he was delighted with the natural features of the 
country, he was astonished and shocked at the political 
and social condition of the people. Still he prolonged his 
visit, making many valued and valuable friends. He next 
went to Paris (1796), where, at the very source of the 
revolution, he hoped to sce in reality his ideal of political 
liberty. But he was soon disenchanted and, disappointed 
and aimless, he tumed away to resume his travels — this 
time through Switzerland to Rome. Detained by accident 
at Chur, he was induced to take chatte of an academy 
at Reichenau, formerly a flourishing and influential 
school, now however in decadence. This invitation offered 
Zschokke an opportUDJty to put into practice his ideas on 
educatioii. He sooa reformed and transformed the school, 
founding its Organization especially upon the ideas of 
liberty, self-govemment and training for free citizenship. 
In t«o years he had brought his work to a condition of 
great usefulness and promise. But by this time France and 
Austria were again at war. Switzerland, the common 
frontier, was the battleground, and the prey of both. The 
inhabitants were now divided into contending parties. 
The school was closed, and as the Austrian influence was 



here in the ascendant, Zschokke became a fugitive, again 
disappointed of his most cherished hopes. Meantime, 
however, he had established a high reputation as an edu- 
cator and had gained Standing and influence among promi- 
nent men of the liberal party. He had already produced, 
besides a valuable Schoolbook, an interesting work on local 
history, and his labors had met with public recognition by 
his formal admission to the rights of honorary citizenship. 

At Ragatz Zschokke met other cefugees, like himseif 
friendly to the populär cause. By them he was appointcd 
delegate to the Helvetic government then sitting at Aarau. 
This (Aug., 1798) marks his entrance into public life. For 
the stormy years following it is impossible, and here need- 
less, to recount his history. Winning applause and confi- 
dence on his firsl public appearance, he was appointed 
successively to otfice after office of responsibility, trial and 
peril. Everywhere he acted as the champion of the rights 
of the people, as peacemaker between contending factions, 
as the protector of communities and of persons under the 
horrors of war. In every capacity his clear judgment, his 
patriotic faith, his high courage and generous heart were 
manifest and won for him the respect of foes and the ad- - 
ihiration of friends ; so that it is hardly too much to say that 
during these trying years he was among the foremost Cit- 
izens of his adopted country. On the tesloration of peace 
Zschokke occupied high official position; but as he was 
not in sympathy with the reactionary tendencies of the 
government, he withdrew from public life — yet spent 
another quiet and fmitful winter (1801-2) at Beme. 

Withdrawn now, as he supposed permanently, from public 
affairs, yet unwilling to leave Switzerland, he settied (1801) 
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at Aarau, where he ultimately built for himself a channihg 
home, Hcre, in 1805, he married happily and founded a 
large fainily. After the more liberal retorms introduced by 
Napoleon, he once more took part in the public afEaire of 
the canton, and was the leading spirit in all movements, 
official or private, for the genetal welfare, and especially in 
behalf of education, and the improvement of the domestic 
condition, the morals and the taste of the people. But 
chiefly now he employed himself in literary work. Here 
he lived to the close of his long life (June 27, 184S) in 
indefatigable activity as Citizen and as author, revered in 
Switzeriand and highly bonored abroad for his public Servi- 
ces, and winning wide fame and influence by his pen. The 
lapse of time, in a generation no longer attracted by his 
admirable personal character and distinguished career, has 
somewhat obscuied his literary reputation j but in Switzer- 
land his name is stilt honored among the protagonists of the 
national liberty, and his more populär writings are still quite 
widely read in Germany also. On the i3th of July 1895, 
by general contribution, a süperb bronze statue — the work 
of the sculptor Alfred Lanz — was crected to his memory 
at Aarau. 

Zschokke's extensive literary work — the entire coUection 
includes forty volumes — Covers a wide ränge of topics and 
of style, and reveals his varied powers and many-sided 
character, as well as his iimitations. Though not attaining 
the highest rank in any field, he was excellent in all; and 
such was his knowledge of and sympathy with cur common 
humanity, that his works have had wider reading and influ- 
ence than many others of far higher and more permanent 
Uterary rank. Outside of his early dramas, Abellino and 
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Julius (mentioned above) whose youthful extrava.gance he 
himself wished forgotten, we may mention in the ßeld of 
history — besides numeious shorter sketches of more loca! 
interest — his important Geschichte des bayerischen Volks 
und seiner Fürsten, and especially J« Schweizerlandes Ge- 
schichte für das Schweizer Volk, Thia was written in a 
familiär and channing style, expiessly to reach Ihe common 
people 3ud to arouse national pride and patriotism. It was 
Zschokke's motto : Volksbildung ist Volksbefreiung ; he held 
that the reverent study of a nation's history is an important 
part of the patriotic education of its Citizens, and to that 
object this worit — even yet a household bock in Switzer- 
land — has powerfully contributed. 

Of Zschokke's numerous works of fiction many were 
written wjth the like object, the education or improvement 
of the people. Such " novels with a purpose " are usually 
dty reading; but many of Zschokke's are redeemed by 
keen insight of character, a hvely style and often a playful 
humor. We may name Das Goldmacherdorf, Alamontade, 
der Galeerensklave, Meister Jordan, Die Branntweittpest, 
Besides these there is a long list of others, sometimes with 
historical background, as Addrich im Moos, Die Rose von 
Disentis, etc. ; others purely fictitious, often humorous, yet 
sometimes with deeper raeaning ; such as ; Das Abenteuer 
einer Neujahrsnacht, Hans Dampf in allen Gassen, Herrn 
Quints Verlobung, Das Wirtshaus zu Cransac, etc. In all 
his fiction, of whatever character, Zschokke's plots and por- 
traits are always pure. Nothing unclean soils his pages. 
His treatment of woman and of love is always delicate 
and tender. 

Iq addition to these numerous books Zschokke's labors 
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as an editor were large and vaiious. Ftom 1799, and then 
aftcr an interval from 1804 to 1842, he conducted a weekly 
paper, Der aufrUhüge und woklerfakme Schweizerboie, 
which was widely read, and added rauch to his reputalion 
at that day. To this he added later an annual Kalender 
des Schweizerboten, including original work as well as labot- 
ious compilations. He issued also, for sev&ral years, a 
periodical of useful knowledge : MisceUen für die neueste 
Weltkunde, and latet a historical Magazine, Zur Geschichte 
unserer Zeit, and in addition to these, still later, Erheite- 
rungen, a magazine of lighter literature, in which he pub- 
Ushed itiany of his tales, On these manifold and soraetimes 
simultaneous labors Zschokke expended a restless and un- 
titing energy which, if concentrated upon a narrower field, 
might have increased his permanent reputation. But he 
lived zealously in and for his own age, and thought little of 
fatne, or of any form of seif- inte rest. 

His most celebrated work, however — and perhaps the 
most lasting — is his Stunden der Andacht. At a time of 
public and personal distress, in 1808, he began the Jssue 
annoymoosly, as a supplement to the Schweizerbote, of a 
weekly serics of religious meditations. These were continued 
for eight years, when they were coUected and published, 
though not tili much later with avowal of their authorship. 
First as separate issues, and later in book form, these papers 
had a wide and influential circulalion. They give a deep in- 
sight into Zschokke's profoundly religious nature, and, though 
from a somewhat rationalistic point of view, are instinct 
with the truest piety. This book was a favorite with Prince 
Albert and Queen Victoria. After his death, and on her 
behest, an English traoslation was made in two volunies, 
(.■,oo->lc 
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/. Meditations on Life and its Reiigious Duties ; II. Medi- 
tation on Death and Elemity. A selection from the two 
entitled Meditatiom on Life, Death and Etemity, has been 
reprinted in this country. 

A small selection of "Tales by Zschokke" is mcluded in 
the Tauchnitz CoUection of Foreign Authors. Besides his 
own autobiqgiaphy, Selbstschau, and other more extended 
works, pleasing Sketches of Zschokke are published by his 
son, Emil Zschokke, by Dr. Stephen Born, and especially a 
Festschrift, by Pastor Wernly, on the unveiling of the atatue 
at Aarau. 

Our own story dates from a happy incident of Zschokke's 
life, and shows hb most gentle and cheerful humor. At 
Beme in the winter 1801-2, just released from public life, 
Zschokke spent muchtime withhisfriends Ludwig Wieland, 
son of the poet, and Heinrich von Kleist, the gifled but 
unfortunate author of Kätchen von Heilbronn. One day 
they amused themselves by discussing an engraving in 
Zschokke's room, La Cruehe Cassee, which represented a 
young girl and her lover standing in presence of a broken 
pitcher before an austeie old judge.' Each is tiying to 
shietd the other, white the judge's severe look adds to their 
confusion. It was agreed that each of the young authors 
should, in his own style, write his interpretation of the 
picture. Wieland promised a satire, Zschokke furnished 
the present story, and Kleist his weÜ-known draraa of the 
same title. Both agreed in making the judge the guilty 
par^, and in shielding and uniting the young lovers. The 
work of Kleist — as he was undoubtedly the greater genius 
— is of higher literary rank. But Zschokke's tale is more 
human, and is pleasanter, or atleast far easier, reading.
